MANY PRISONERS AND SMALL ARMS TAKEN BY AWERICAYS. 


The Column Pressing Forward Upon Malolos—Rebe!s’ Rear Guard Makes 
a Desperate Stand—Six of Our Men Slain and Forty Woundei—Bri- 
gades of Gens. Hale and H. G. Otis Pushing After the Insurgents—Ar- 
tillerymen Sent the Natives Flying With a True American Yeil—Rein- 
forcements to Be Hurried Across as Fast as Transports Can Be 
Secured—The War Officials Conipare the Present Campaign With 
Other Notable Battles—Supplies Being Kept Up With the Firing Line— 
Doings of Admiral Dewey. ;

| “MANILA, March 27. 

“To The Times, Los Angeles, Cal.: Polo and May- 
-hawan fallen, and our advance continues toward Malolos. 
Main body rebels reported fallen back on Malolos, burn- 
ing all towns evacuated, by official order of Gen. Luna, 
Commander-in-Chicf of rebel forces. My brigade lost 
80 in two days’ operations. Success continues. Fifteen 


miles to Malolos.” | 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—The following dispatch 
from Gen. Otis reached Washington at 8:55 a.m.: | 
“MANILA, March 27, 1899.—Adjutant-General: Mac- 
Arthur holds Mariloa; severe fighting today, anda our casuai- 
ties about forty. The insurgents have destroyed bridges, 
which impeded the progress of train and artillery. Our

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MANILA, March 27, 7:40 p.m.—A thousand Filipinos, 
composing the rear guard of the rebel army which is retreat- 
ing on Malolos, Aguinaldo’s headquarters, inade a stand 
today in some strong intrenchments about Mariloa, across 
the Mariloa River. In the engagement six Americans were 
killed, including three officers, and forty were wounded. 

Washington Discusses It. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The third day’s ‘fighting 
north of Manila brought little of a decisive character from 
which War Department officials could judge what the - figal 
outcome of this movement would be. In all official quarters 
the most. intense interest prevailed, but there was no excite- 
ment and none of the anxiety and tension shown during 
the memorable days of last summer, when the decisive blows 
were struck at Santiago. 

Early in the day Gen. Otis cabled the War Department 
a brief but comprehensive dispatch, summing up the situa- 
tion. It disclosed that severe fighting was going on today 
with our forces advanced as far north as Mariloa, while the 
insurgents, under the command of Aguinaldo, were being 
driven back with considerable slaughter. This and the 
press dispatches satisfied the officials that the strategic move- 
ment of entrapping the insurgent forces between our lines 
had not, proved as successful as designed, and that the 
move had now shifted to a retreat by Aguinaldo’s force and 
a pursuit by our troops. The insurgent retreat toward 
Malolos was slow and dogged, and advantage was taken of 
one after another of the line of intrenchments, of the burn- 
ing of bridges and the interruption of communication. 

Gen. Otis’s dispatch, although received early today, was 
sent Monday evening, Manila time, and summed up the 
work of three days. That the fighting would proceed into 
the fourth’ day was shown by his closing sentence: ‘‘The 
column will press on in the morning.” This refers to 
Tuesday.

CHICAGO, March 2;.—The <Audi- 
torium was packed full this evening 
of German-Americans, called together 
fo protest against an Anglo-American 
alliance and the alleged false asser- 
dions made against Germany in con- 


mection with the recent Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. 

The committee in. eharge received 
applications for several thousand more 
tickets of admission than there were 
feats in the hall. <A chorus of 700 male 
voices Was one of the features of the 
programme. Ex-Congressman William 
Voceck presided and delivered the 
opening address. Other speeches were 
made by William Rapp on “The Immi- 


grated Germans,” Fritz Gilouger on 
“The American People Not Angle- 
Saxon.’ Rudolph A. John on “Ameri- 
can-born Germans,’ and the Rev. 


George D. Heldmann on “What We 
Demand.” The meeting was a.very en- 
thusiastic one, and the following decla- 
ration was unanimously adopted: 

“With profoundest indignation we 
havé noticed the persistent efforts of 
English and American newspapers, not 
only to incite in our people vicious 
prejudices against Germany and to de- 
fame the character of the German- 
Americans, but also to drag the United 
States into an alliance with England. 

“As loyal citizéns of this republic, it 
js our right as well as our duty ¢o re- 
sist these wicked practices with all due 
firmness. The emigrants from — Ger- 
many have brought with them to this 
Jand the achievements of a civilization 
as hich as it is old. Upon every field 
of the intellectual life of our nasion, 
as avell as in commerce, industry and | 
agriculture, their efforts have re- 
dounded to the weal of our people, and 
jn peace as well as in war they have 
at all times faithfully fulfilled their 
duty. No part of the American peo- 
ple has done more for the cultivation | 
of music, sociability, the arts, science, 
the churches and schools than the Ger- 
mans. As good citizens of this ct 
trv we cheerfully hand over the 
achievements of German culture to our 
youthful American people, still in a 
state of development. 

“We emphatically object, therefore, 
to the attempt to stamp our people as 
Anglo-Saxons, and to make it «eub- 
eervient to English guile. Not Eng- 
land, but the whole of Europe is the 
mother country of the white inhabit- 
ants of the United States. We demand 
that not only friendly relations be 
maintained with Germany, that has 
been a faithful friend of our people for 
more ¢han 120 years, but that peace and 
harmony be cultivated with all na- 
tions, and we will, therefore,,true to 
the wise counsel of George Washing- 
ton, at all times oppose the formation 
of all entangling alliances with Eng- 
Jand, as well as witb other countries 
whereby our country may be involved 


“We. denounce the defamers, who 
have not only instigated public ill-will 
against Germany, but who ‘have by 
their gross slanders also sown the seeds 
of discord among our own people, and 
we solenmly protest against the pro- 
posed alliance with England. 
“Woe further declare that all 
lawful means at our. disposal, espe- 
ciallv in political campaigns, we will 
at all times strenuously oppose all 
those who favor the wicked attacks 
made upon friendy nations, and who

“We call upon the committee that 
has had in charge the arrangements 
for this mass meeting to invite all the 
German-American churches, socteties 
and orders in this city to send a dele- 
gate to a convention to be held at an

MANILA, March 27, 3:25 p.m.—[By 
Manila Cabdle.] Gen. MacArthur's di- 
vision spent the night and morning at 
Meyoauyan, the next station beyond 
Polo. After reconnoiterinz his front 
he pushed along the railroad this after- 
noon «oward Malolos. If the statement 
of the thirty-five prisoners captured 
today is true, the main body of the 
enemy has retreated to Malolos.

At every railroad station circulars 
have been posted, signed by the Fili- 
pine commander-in-chief, Antonio 
Luna, ordering all spies and bearers of 
news to the enemy to be shot without 
trial and instructing that all looters 
and ravishers be treated in the same 
manner. Further, all towns abandoned 
by the Filipino troops are first ta be 
burned. While deploring the existence 
of war, the circular maintains the un- 
deniable right of the Filipinos to de- 
fend their homes, lives and lands 
against the would-be dominators, who 
would kill them, their wives and their 
children, adding that this motive ought 
to impel all] Filipinos to sacrifice every- 
thing. 

The shelling of Paranque was not 
premeditated. The durret-ship Monad- 
nock anchored off the town and the 
insurgents, emboldened by the long si- 
lence of thé warships on guard duty, 
opened fire on her with muskets, with 
the result that one man Was killed and 
three were wounded. The Monadnock 
then destroyed half the ¢own, including 
the church, 

The Washington Regiment had an 
exciting experience and displayed much 
gallantry. The soldiers found a band 
of insurgents concealed in a stone 
house over which the French flag was 
flying. A private volunteered to set 
fire to the building. He did so, and the 
troops approached while it was burn- 
ing and the Filipinos had apparently 
fled.

Y., on the same date, arriving in San 
Francisco three days after. the Sixth 
Artillery. Other regiments will then 
leave their stations in the following 
order: Sixth Infantry, Thirteenth In- 
fantry and Sixteenth Infantry. ;

NO REST FOR ENGINES. 


They Will Be Run Continuously Re- 

gzardiess of the Engineers.. 

P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
CHICAGO, March 27.—The Chronicle 
Says engineers and their engines are to 
be divorced on two of the railroad sys- 
tems diverging from Chicago. Here- 
after, on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul and the Atchison, Topeka ana 
Santa Fé roads, all enzines will be 


pooled-and run 


of the engineer in charge, instead of 
being run by one driver and laying up 
in the roundhouse while his master 
sleeps. 

Since the time when the memory of 
man runneth. railroad engines have 
been assigned to particular men. But 
in the interest of business, traditions 
are to be disregarded and superstition 
thrown to the winds by the pooling 
Dilan that will go into effect on these 
tWo roads at once. A fact not gen- 
erally known is, that railroad com- 
panies lose thousands of dollars every 
year by adhering to the custom or 
keeping one engineer to one engine. 

Under the new rule the engines wilt 
be worked ~-continuously for allottea 
periods. when they will be sent to the 
shops for whatever repairs are neces- 
sary. They will be operated entirely 
independent of the engineers, and the 
latter will be required to climb up on 
any locomotive that is run out for him 
to serve on. Each enginé will be thor- 
oughly inspected before it is started 
on a trip. Under the new plan, one 
engine will do as much work as two 
or three now do, as they will be op- 
erated continuously.

Will Calvin, a negro, was 
shot and fatally injured by the blacks, 
because he allowed himself to be ar- 
rested without resistance. 

Sheriff O’Brien and a dozen deputies 
went to the scene and dispersed the 
negroes, the Sheriff giving the rioters 
a severe talk. All work was suspended 
for the day, and the whites were 
armed. 

Negro miners made an attack on the 
camps of the whites shortly after mid- 
night. The white men returned the 
fire and several of the negroes were 
wounded. Reinforcements. have been 
sent to the deputy sheriffs who are 
trying to preserve order, and Sheriff 
O’Brien left with another strong posse. 
Negro soldiers recently mustered out 
are aiding the blacks.

AS TO ADMIRAILS. 


Congress Unwittingly Gave the Pres- 
ident Authority to Appoint Two. 
{[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March. 27.—A _ special 
to the Herald from Washington: says 
unwittingly, Congress, just before its 
adiournment, gave President McKinley 
authority to appoint two admirals of 
the ‘navy instead of limiting the grade 
to one as it undoubtedly intended. The 
discovery has just been brought to the 
officials of the Navy Department, and 
has aroused considerable gossip, es- 
pecially among the friends of Rear- 


Admiral Sampson and Rear-Admiral 


Schley. President McKinley approved 
on March 2, “An act creating the of- 
ficer of admiral of the navy,’’ provid- 
ing ‘‘that the President is hereby au- 
thoried to appoint by selection and 
promotion, an admiral of the navy, 
who shall not be placed upon the re- 
tired list except upon his own appli- 
cation and whenever such office shall 
be vacated by death or otherwise the 
office shall cease to exist.” 

A certified copy of the act was pre- 
sented to Secretary Long by the State 
Department, and the former immedi- 
ately made out the nomination ,of 
George Dewey. to .be admiral. _The 
nomination was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate on March 2. Notwithstanding the 
President had appointed an officer to 


be “An admiral of the navy,”-as pro- 


vided’ for in the act of Congress, the 
Navy ,Appropriation Bill was passed 
which was approved late on the legisla- 
tive day of March 3, containing a pro- 
vision identical in language with the 
act under which Admiral Dewey had 
been appointed and confirmed. 

It has beeh pointed out that the pro- 
vision, like the act, provided for the 
appointment of an officer to be an ad- 
miral “by selection and promotion.” 
Had the act simply read in both cases 
“by promotion” Admiral Dewey, being 
the ranking officer, would have been 
appointed, and then Rear-Admiral F. 
V. McNair might. be considered eligi- 
ble for appointment as ‘“‘an admiral,” 
but it is specifically stated ‘“‘by selec- 
tion and promotion,” it is apparent 
that the President, if he thinks he has 
sufficient authority to do so, may se- 
lect any officer he may see fit and as 
he has expressed himself only recently 
in terms of high appreciation of Rear-

Vice-President Swift of the Packing 
Company Says There Was a Mis- 
understanding About the Length 

of Time the Ment Was to “Keep.” 


Under Cover Basiness. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The mil- 
itary court of inquiry appointed by the 
President to make an investigation of 
the beef furnished the army during the 
Spanish war has returned to Washing- 
ton, and, at 2 o'clock today, resumed 
its sittings here. The members of the 
commission are hopeful that they will 
be able to conclude their work within 
the next ten days and expect to have 
Sume important witnesses before them 
in that time, including Gen. Eagan, wh ) 
will be recalled. It is also expected 
that Gen. Miles will be given an op- 
portunity to testify. 

E. C. Swift, vice-president of the 
Swift Packing Company, was the first 
Witness who appeared. He is a resi- 
dent of Lowell, Mass., and gives es e- 
cial attention to the ea&Stern inter¢sts 
of the company. He assisted in pre- 
paring the contract for supplying beef 
for Cuba during the war, coming to 
Washington for that purpose first June 
23. Swift said he started to Washing- 
ton in response to a request from Gen. 
Eagan when it appeared that his firm 
had made the lowest bid. The conver- 
sation with Gen. Eagan on this occa- 


sion was somewhat gereval, relating to- 


the conduct of business. He was here 
only a day and was told before he left 
that the contract would be awarded to 
his firm. Gen. Eagan had, however, 
stated at that time, that he could not 
go into details with him until he could 
mahe scme necessary investigation as 
to suitable ships. | 
Swift made his second visit to Wash- 
ington on the 29th of June, when the 


}-contractwas submitted to him. He 


had then made some objections to the 
terms of the agreement as presented to 
him. One of these objections was to 
the terms which he thought might re- 
quire the beef company to déliver beef 
by lighter, he complaining that the 
company could reasonably be expected 
to deliver at only such points as had 
railroad tracks alongside the wharves. 
It wag also understood that beef was 
to be supplied only to the port towns, 
the inland points to be furnished with 
beef killed in the country. They were 
to keep on hand a sufficient supply for 
sevnty-two hours’ consumption, this 
time to be extended twenty-four hours 
under special exactions. Refrigeration 
was contemplated, and with the under- 
standing that this was to be had the 


eccmpany had egreed that the quality. 


of the wees should be maintained for 
three days and nights. 

In aesponse to a question from Maj. 
Lee, g.ated that Gen. Viazan had, 
during the interview with him, men- 
tioned that he had received some sug- 
gestions. of a process for preserving 
meat, but Gen. Eagan did not go into 
details, giving no names of the inven- 
tor, nor of the process. 

Maj. Lee then stated that Gen. Ea- 
gan had said in his testimony before 
the board that the company had guar- 
anteed that the beef should be kept 
good for seventy-two hours after leav- 
ing the refrigerator, and either on ship- 
board or on shore. 

“T can only say,’’ responded Swift, 
“that Gen. Eagan, at.the time of the 
interview, seemed to have the same 
understanding of the contract that I 
had. In view of the testimony, I can 
only say that he was mistaken.” | 

Maj. Lee. Then the insertion. of the 
clause limiting to twenty-four hours 
the time for fresh beef after being ta- 
ken out of the refrigerator was not a 
clerical error, as suggested by the gen- 
eral? 

Mr. Swift. That cannot be so. He 
said his agents would take care to pre- 
serve the meat from the sun, and I 
assured him that if this was done the 
meat would be good for twenty-four 
hours after being taken from the re- 
frigerator. é 

Swift concluded hy. saying, that re- 
frigerated beef in a torrid chHmate 
would keep good longer than an ordi- 
nary person would think, on account of 
the outside—appearance.. 

As a consequence of his representa- 
tions, the first draft of the 
had been changed by Gen. Eagan in 
several particulars. Swift said, in revly 
to a question, that dressed-beef export 
business was growing rapidly at the ex- 
pense of the exportation of live catle.

CALIFORNIA SCOUTS. 


Finding of the Botlies of Two He- 
roes Near Caloocan. 

{Manila Times, Feb. 17:] The names 
of two more California boys have been 
added to the rapidly-growing death list 
of the regiment. They are those 


ard, both of Co. C, whose remains 
were brought in from beyond Caloocan 
Sunday. 
Tuesday, the 7th, when in company 
absence, joined a company of the Kan- 
sas boys going to the front.

the cafion. From here, they could easily 
look into the timber 100 yards in front 
and observe all movements of thd ei- 
emy. What occurred after reaching 
this “point can ~ only he surmised. 
Brown and Duncan, the two members 
of Co. C who accompanied them, re- 
ported back at company quurters Tues- 
day evening, and stated that, 
fired on by large bodies «f insurgents 
in the timber, they had retreated, Jeav- 
ing Nielson and Rackard to follow.

There are 
many well-meaning persons who are 
quite willing to be deceived by plausi- 
ble reasoning, and there is also a con- 
siderable body of partisans who are” 
yearning for some issue upon which 
they can antagonize the party in 
power. But a careful and analytical 
consideration of all the circumstances 
surrounding the Philippine situation 
cannot fail to justify the administra- 
tion in the course it is at present pur- 
suing, and in the course it has pursued 
from the beginning of the war with 
Spain, in the Philippines. 

What would have been the result had 
Dewey sailed away from the Philip- 
pines immediately after having de- 
stroyed the Spanish fleet?

experiment, the Times's estimate of its 
horsepower is just 4,000,000 times too 
large.

_ LIQUOR AND THE LAW. 

The organization of liquor dealers, 
which was formed in Los Angeles for 
the purpose of obtaining a modification 
of the liquor ordinance, wil] continue 
in existence, although the object for 
Which it was formed has been accom- 
plished, so far as the petition met with 
the approval of the city government. 
Leading members of the organization 
say that they are determined to co- 
operate with the authorities in the 
strict enforcement of the existing 
law, and to that end will lend every 
assistance to the powers that be, even 
should any of their own members be 
the delinquents. They say that they 
are tired of being classed with law- 
breakers and criminals, and are de- 
termined, as far as it lies in their 
power, to improve the reputation of 
the calling in which they are engaged. 

Should this organization act up to 
the programme as thus outlined, it ‘can 
accomplish much good, not only for 
the industry which it represents, but 
also for the city at large. The liquor 
industry is licensed by the city, and 
contributes to the revenue of the city 
over $10,000 a month. The chief reason 
why those engaged in the business 
are not here regarded in ag favorable 
a light as in European countries 
where they often occupy public posi- 
tions of responsibility and trust, is 
because there are unfortunately so 
many liquor dealers in American cities 
who prefer to pull political wires for 
the purpose of evading the law, rather 
than to obey the reasonable regula- 
tions which the city government finds 
it necessary to establish. aes 

If the respectable liquor dealers of 


| Los Angeles will, in good faith, join 


hands with the authorities in oppos- 
ing. violations ‘of the law, they will 
have the active sympathy of the better 


class of our citizens—apart from the 


few who can see no other improvement 
for the liquor problem than in pro- 
hibition—and will do much to elevate 
themselves, collectively, in the public 
esteem. 


PHILADELPHIA'S EPIDEMIC. 
While Los Angeles has been having 
a touch of the smallpox, Philadelphia 
has been suffering a severer 
epidemic of typhoid fever. So serious 
has the situation there become that 
public meetings have been held to con- 
sider means of relief. The Philadel- 
phia Record last received by The 
TIMES gives the number of new cases 
reported the preceding day as ninety- 
one, and the number of deaths nine. A 
report of the total number of cases 
since the epidemic began is not at 
hand, but it will be seen that the new 
cases reported for a single day almost 
equal in number all the cases of small- 
pox in this city since this disease first 
appeared, and that the number of 
deaths for the same day is consider- 


ably, more than half the number result- 
‘ing from smallpox here. 


Fortunately; the presence of small+ 
pox in Los Angeles is not due to any 
remissness of duty on the part of 
public officials. This is not true, how- 
ever, of the cause of Philadélphia's 
epidemic. The present deplorable 
situation there is traceable to the 
character of the water which the peo- 
ple have been compelled to drink, and 
one of the speakers at & mass-meeting 
recently held declared that certain 
capitalists who wished to secure pos- 
session of the water works were in 
collusion with members of the City 
Council, and that as a consequence the 
water works were kept in their present 
deplorable condition. If this be true, 
it is time for the lynchers who have

LOS ANGELES THEATER. A sgsu- 
perb performahce of Gounod’s inspired 
musical setting to Goethe’s immortal 
poem: was given last night by the Ellis 
Opera Company and the New York 
Symphony Orchestra, before an audi- 
ence that literally packed the theater 
| and represented all classes from the no- 
tables in the swagger set to the hum- 
ble but quite as appreciative music stu- 
dent. “Faust,’’ theimperishable, “Faust” 
with its story of passionate love and 
a8 passionate suffering, ‘‘Faust’’ with 
wonderful musie so exquisitely 
wrought for singers and orchestra, wag 
presented to the vast throng of audit- 
ors as never before in the history of 
| the city. The usual cuts were made 
and a fewotherminor scenes were elim- 
inated, whether or not on account of 
the size of the stage or to bring the 
opera within a three-hour limit can- 
not be said, but the effect was not 
seriously marred, and the omissions 
were easily overlooked and forgiven in 
the very great exposition of art that 


that makes any fuss, there was no 
symptom of effect, either in the sing- 
ing or acting of the principals. On 
the contrary, it was so finished, so re- 
fined, so natural, so simple and gentle 
and delicate, that only hyper-criticism 
could point out shortcomings in such 
very rare and beautiful work. 

Of Mme. Melba, who is preéminently 
the greatest artist in the company thus 
far seen and heard, superlatives have 
been exhausted in describing her sing- 
ingand her acting. She has been justly 
called matchless and peerless. She is 
this year just what she was last, and 
Marguerite is one of her most con- 
genial roles. Instead of disfiguring her- 
self with a blonde wig, her own abun- 
dant dark hair is braided and allywed 
to hang far below her waist, and in the 
conventional garb of the ili-fater 
Gretchen she ig all that could be desired 
from the time she modestly enters, 
prayer-book in hand, until, on the pal- 
let of straw in the prison scene, the 
last curtain shuts her from view. Her 
voice is, if possible, more wonderful 
than ever in its sympathy, its musical 
modulation, its exquisite liquid purity, 
its delicious entrancing flexibility. In 
the “King of Thule” solo, in the gar- 
den scene, instead of sitting at the 
spindle, she stood beside it and wove 
ribbons about the distaff while she Sang 
the first verse, and wandered about 
picking flowers during the second in 
which she was more a care free girl 
singing out the happiness in her heart 
than a world-famous prima donna “ren- 
dering’ one of the “gems of the op- 
era.”” The great jewel song was the 
perfection of graceful coloratura, tossed 
off as lightly and with the liquid 
sweetness of crystal drops of perfumed 
water; the exquisite love duet was the 
acme of refined, delicate art; and in the 
dramatic trio in the prison scene, her 
voice was electrifying in its mellow 
yet clear purity. Olitzka as Siebel dis- 
played a_rich smooth contralto which 
she uses with a mixture of the French 
and Italian methods, and Van Cauter- 
en’s Martha was satisfactory in the 
brief scene with Mephisto in the gar- 
den which was the only time she ap- 
peared. Bonnard as Faust showed him- 
self a very superior actor and singer. 
In his scenes with both Marguerite and 
Mephisto he met the requirements with 
a finished art; and his voice, a robust 
tenor of agreeable and sympathetic 
quality, though slightly off the pitch 
in one or two scenes, was handled in a 
masterly manner. Boulouresque’s Me- 
phisto is subtle rather than, virile. He 
plays the part in a quiet key, craftily 
instead of with rollicking dare-deviltry, 
and while it is effective, it is not com- 
pelling. His voice is smooth, deep, and 
sonorous in his solo numbers, but a 
trifle light in the ensemble, a defect 
particularly noticeable in the last trio, 
De Vries as Valentine and Viviani as 
Wagner completed the cast of prin- 
cipals and each contributed his valuable 
share to the artistic whole. The chorus 
was adequate, the settings effective, 
and the orchestra, under the able baton 
of Seppilli, was as utterly satisfying 
from beginning to end as only such an 
aggregation of seasoned musicians can 
be. To the masterly playing of the or- 
chestra with its choirs each as one mu- 
sician, is balance of wind, brass and 
strings perfectly preserved, a very 
great part of the pronounced success of 
the Ellis Opera Company is due.

The Evolution of the Wheel, 

[Collier’s Weekly:] On the 25th day of 
next June it will be eighteen years 
since Police Justice Murray committed 
Wright, Foster, and Walker, three citi- 
zens of steady habits and of good re- 
pute, into the hands of the keeper of 
the New York City prison with the 
solemn mandate that he should’ them 
“safely keep for the space of five days” 
for having committed the unlawful act 
of riding tricycles in Central Park. The 
L.A.W. had just rounded the first year 
of its history. The bicycles of that 
day were of the old high-wheeled sort, 
having solid tires and stubborn saddles, 
and weighing anywhere from fifty to 
seventy-five pounds stripped; tricycles, 
if less lofty, were even more clumsy 
and cumbersome, and it was gravely 
discussed by many of our best news- 
papers whether any of these pedomo- 
tive contrivances should be seriously 
tolerated... In the Central Park case, 
Wright and his companions sued out a 
writ of habeas corpus, and carried 
their argument into the Superior Court.

GRAIN FREIGHT RATES. 


RECENT ACTION OF STATE RAIL- 
WAY COMMISSION. 


Investigntion and Report Made by 
N. Blackstock of This District 
Regarding the “Grain Case.” 
New Schedule Forthcoming. 


Following closely upon the recent ac- 
tion of the State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners in rescinding the reso- 
lution adopted .by. the former board in 
1895, and which resulted in expensive 
litigation with the Southern <: Pacific 
Company,-eertain new spapers have seen 
fit to heap unjust criticism upon the 
commissioners. The San Francisco Ex- 
aminer and Call, particularly, took up 
the subject and accused the members 
of the board of having put on the Hunt- 
ington collar, their unfavorable re- 
marks being directed espec ially agains 
N. Blackstock of Ventura, Railroad 
Commissioner from this, the Third 
District, wpon whose report and rec- 
ommendation the repealing resolution 
Was adopted. 


Mr. and Mrs. Blackstock avere in the 
city yesterday and apropos of the 
Board's proceedings and the adverse 


criticism coming from the sources men- 
tioned, the commissioner was _ inter- 
viewed for The Times and explained 
the matter in detail. The following his- 
tory of the well-known “grain case” 
embraces the substance of Mr. Black- 
stock’s statements and discloses the 
whole affair in its true light: 

On September 12 and 13, 1895, the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners 
adopted what are known as the La Rue 
resolutions, subjecting the general 
freight rates of the Southern Pacific 
Railway Company to a horizontal re- 
duction of 25 per cenit. from the rates 
in existence December 1, 1894, and a 
horizontal reduction of & per cent. on 
grain transportation rates. A sched- 
ule of grain rates was duly made and 
served, on September 17, 1895, but no 
schedule was made reducing other 
freight rates. On October 15 of the 
Same year the railroad company 
brought a suit of equity in the United 
States Circuit Court against the board, 
a restraining order was issued and has 
been in force ever since, while the suit 
is pending, and the hands of the old 
and the new board have beén tied so 
far as the enforcement of the grain- 
rate schedule is concerned. 

On the 5th of January ~~ last, - Mr. 
Blackstock was appointed a committee 
of one to investigate the case and re- 


and laborious investigation Mr. Black- 
stock submitted a report, finding it to 
be in the power of the commission to 
terminate the Southern Pacific litiga- 
tion by repeal and rescindment of the 
whole resolution, covering both the 25 
per cent. general horizontal reduction 
and the 8 per cent. grain-rate reduc- 
tion. This, Mr. Blackstock found, 
would remove the entire basis, of the 
suit, so that both the case and the in- 
junction must fall, subjecting the com- 
plainant to the court costs and leaving 
the commission free to adopt rates 
based upon present conditions,and to 
adjust, if possible, the numerous com- 
plaints constantly coming before the 
board, of discrimination in both freight 
and passenger charges. 

Mr. Blackstock found, by the records, 
that the State had already incurred and 
paid, in counsel fees and expenses in 
the case, more than $43,000, the coun- 
sel fees alone amounting to ovr $30,000. 
The future costs and expenses of the 
litigation, his report discloses, would 
have been at least $67,000, and even if 
pressed with diligence the case could 
not have been finally decided for five 
or six years, the hands of the commIs- 
sion being left tied in the mean time, 
and the people and the shippers left to 
suffer. Furthermore, the commission 
could not have been assured of a fa- 
vorable decision. The main issues in 
the case presented possible conflicts of 
the constitutional provisions of the 
State, relative to the acts of the com- 
mission, and the Constitution of the 
The matter would have 
been carried to the United States Su- 
preme Court if pushed to final judg- 
ment. 

Upon the presentation of Mr. Black- 
stock’s report the resolution accom- 
panying it, rescinding and repealing 
the resolutions of the old board was 
adepted. The new resolution includes a 
provision that the board shall, on April 
19, pass and adopt a resolution fixing 
and promulgating a schedule of grain 
rates equal at least to an average re- 
duction of 8 rer cent., 
izontal reduction. 

‘This average rate, it is believed, will 
be fair to pecple. shippers and trans- 
portation lines, and includes all the lat- 
ter. No recuction is to be made at once 
_in general fre:ght rates, but specific re- 
ductions will be made from -time to 
time as fairness to all concerned may 
demand. Every complaint of discrim- 
ination will be investigated and Mr. 
Blackstock states that he is at all 
times ready to receive them and give 
them his best attention. He says_ he 
was conscientious in his investigation 
of the case and in making his report 
and that he could not and would not 
have made it otherwise if called upon 
the next day to resign his place upon 
the commission. The action is not z 
compromise with the Huntington peo- 
ple, but, on the contrary, undermines

The Board of Library Trustees has 


not been ousted by the Mayor, and will f 


not be. His Honor has again changed 
his mind about sending a message ¢o 
the Couneil telling that body that. he 
has fired the. board, because he has 
been Jed to believe that the board: will 
justify its action before the public by 
filincg charges against Librarian Wad- 
leigh. Whether ¢his will be done or 
not-will-not be known until the new 
board takes office, and then it is con- 
sidered doubtful if any charges are 
filed, three members of the board de- 
claring that they will not be parties to 
anyv—sueh proceeding. The old board 
will remain in office until next Friday, 
avhen its term will expire, and in the 
mean time it is probable that nothing 
whatever will be done officially about 
the library scandal. 

It was expected that an attempe 
would be made to change the new li- 
cense ordinances yesterday and the 
consent of four Councilmen was secured 
to proposed changes. The fifth was not 
obtainable and the effort failed. It now. 
remains for-¢he Mayor to sign or veto 
the ordinances. He will probably sign 
them, the Council having agreed to 
make any reasonable amendment that 
he may suggest later. 

The building laws of the city are to 
he amended and rearranged so as to be 
adapted to present: building conditions. 
A commission for that purpose has 
been recommended by the Building 
Superintendent, and the Mayor will 
appoint it. The work is most im- 
portant, as it will prevent the erec- 
tion of fire traps and insecure buildings 
in. parts of the city where substantial 
structures are necessary for the safety 
of those who use and live in the build- 
ings. 


“The United Statés Geographticat sur= 


vey Department has notified the Coun- 
cil that ¢he survey of the Los <Ange- 
les River basin will probably be com- 
pleted by next year. The work will be 


done by that department as soon as4 
possible. 
Preparatory to ordering the con-

MAYOR EBATON AGAIN 


HIS WIND. 


Library Board to De Allowed to Re- 
main Until Friday—No Change itn 
the License Ol Ordi- 
nance Adopted—Ne New Cases of 
Smallpox... 


Anticipating a lively seseion, of which 
reterence to the library scandal would 
form an interesting part. the lobby of 
the Council chamber was crowded al- 
most to its utmost capacity yesterday 
morning when the regular session «of 
the Council was called to order, Those 
who had appeared expecting to see the 
old library board ousted from office 
Were disappointed, °for, throughout the 
session there was not the slightest ref- 
erence to the matter and no action was 
taken, for nothing was received from 
the Mayor on the subject. and avithout 
such a message the Council could take 
no action. There were a number of 
persons present who expected that 
there might be some change in the 
license ardinances which been 
adopted at the last meeting of the 
Council, but like «he library matter, 
this was not metioned. It had been 
fought out before the Councj] convened, 
and as it was seen as a result of that 
fight that no change could be made, 
the effort to make one was abandoned. 

It has been known for some ¢ime 
that the Mayor was not altogether in 
accord with the* Council in the matter 
of the license ordinances, and that he 
desired that certain changes be made. 
Just what those charges avere was 
expected to be the subject of a mes- 
sage to the Council yesterday morning, 
but before any such message was writ- 
ten it was decided to ascertain how the 
Councilmen stood with reference to 
the mater. To that end a statement 
was prepared for the Councilmen to 
sign, in which they agreed to sanction 
such changes as proposed. Four. of 
the Councilmen signed this document 
innocently, but before the fifth signa- 
ture avas secured other members be- 
came informed as to what was being 
done. They at once proceeded to put 
a stop to the scheme and not only 
was -the—titth signature nat--secured, 
but two of those who had signed the 
document withdrew their signatures. 
The result was that no message was 
received and the _ license ordinance 
stands as it was passed, although the 
Mayor has not approved it and has but 
two more days in which to do so. 

The weekly reports of the City 
Auditor and other officers with refer- 
ence to financial matters were received 
and referred to the Finance Committee. 


CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT.

CHARGE OF FORGERY.

Eugene R. Stork, whose manipula- 
tion of a certain deed deposited in es- 
crow with him by Mrs. Elizabeth Nave 
“and “Rtisband, was detailed in 
The Times last Friday, was arrested 
yesterday on the charge of forgery. 
The complaint in the case was sworn 
to by A. G. Nave, and the basis of the 
charge is the alleged forgery commit- 
ted on February 9, 1898, with the intent 
to’ defraud the complainant..and his 
wife. The defendant was placed under 
arrest by Deputy Constable De La 
Monte and at once arraigned before 
Justice James, who held him for pre- 
liminary examination on Thursday, fix- 
ing bail at $1500. 

For the past five years Stork has 
been faivly well known in Los Ange- 
les, and on several occasions has been 
brought quite prominently under the 
public notice. Previous to that time 
he. had some quité exciting experiences 
outside the boundaries of this State. 
Under the nom de guerre of Charles 
Yourig he succeeded in getting money 
from one A. J. Derbyshire, at Staten, 
Or., dnd a warrant was issued for his 
arrest on 
money under false pretenses. But it 
Was not served, as Stork, alias Young, 
skipped from out the State of Oregon 
and sought a more congenial clime. 
‘At Ottumwa, Iowa, he got into trou- 
ble for swindling the Knights of Ho.or 
out of $125 and at Champaign City, 
Hll.,, Was in jail for an almost identical 
offense. 

‘Upon coming to Los Angeles, “Col.” 
for he was known then with 
that prefix to his name, first attracted 
attention when as manager of the Olive 
and Almond Investment Company, of 
Which L. H. Washburn was the head, 


he sold out the office furniture in the 


absence of his principal. He then 
ppeneiied out as the presiding genius 
Of the California Savings Loan and 
Investment Company, but the peculiar- 
ties of the business. methods of the 
organization were so fully exposed by 
The Times that reorganization became 
wisé, if not absolutely necessary. 

‘ Merely as an incident in his varied 
eareer, ‘Col.’ Stork married a young 
School teacher at San Diego, but within 
a comparatively short time the bonds 
of matrimony were dissolved upon the 
application of the wife. Then he called 
into éxistence the National Real Estate 
and Commercial Exchange, and from 
the offices occupied in the Farmers and 
Merchants’ Bank building issued a 
flaming-and seductive prospectus. Ac- 
cording to the prospectus it was an in- 
corporated concern, with a capital stock 
Of $1,000,000, divided into $5 shares, and 


Was Organized as a medium ‘‘for the 


sale and exchange of values, real and 
personal, business opportuniites, pat- 
ents, mining, for suitable property of 
investments, either on the Pacific Coast 
or in forty-eight States and Territories 
of the United States.”’ 

Those simple souls who desired to 
become members of the exchange could 
do so by paying a membership fee of 
$5, dor applicants might subscribe for 
one share of stock at $5, and receive in 
addition $5 worth of advertising, at 10 
cents per line fc: two consecutive in- 
certions free of -harge in the National 
Trader, the organ of the exchange that 
WaS supposed to meet a long felt want 
by. bétng published semi-monthly. Al- 
togethet the plans of the exchange were 
oh qtiite an ambitious scale, but did not 
pah out well. Miss Helen Hollar had 
charge of the rooming and investment 
department, and ultimately linked her 
fortuhes with his by marrying him.

BOGUS THEATER TICKETS. 
Judgment Given for the Printers by 


Justice James. 


The suit brought in the Township 
Court by the printing firm of Kings- 


lev. Barnes & Neuner against Clark> 


Shaw. lessee and manager of the Bur- 
bank Theater, to recover $21, ‘charges 
tor printing fourteen sets of tickets of 
admission to the theater, was decided 


yesterday by Justice James, giving 
judgment for the plaintiff in the 
amount claimed. 
The action was contested on the 


ground that duplicate tickets had been 
struck cff by the plaintiff's employés, 
and had been peddled. around town to 
the detriment and financial loss of the 
defendant, and a counter claim for $60 
Was put in. Jt was averred, too, that 
when Mr. Shaw discovered that dupli- 
cate tickets were being circulated he 
refused to take delivery of the sets 
of tickets then remaining in the print- 
ers’ hands. 

The plaintiffs «oniended tirat they 
hed uctually delivered the tirst ten 
seis of tickets, which were nurmbecred 
cousecucively and produced in court. 
On the other hand the defendant main- 
tained that only the first eight sets 
had been delivered, and all of these 
sets were not, it was alleged, utilized. 
There were two sets of tickets in 
lute dispute, and of which no account 
by either party, and 
vet the bogus tickets submitted in evi- 
dence by the defendant, as a small 
nart of those taken at the doors, pur- 
ported by their numbering to belong to 
the two missing sets. 

The court held that the burden of 
proof that there had been a fraudu- 
lent issue of tickets by the printing 
with the defendant, and by 
the judgment rendered practically held 
that such proef was not made.

Dispute Over the Conveyance 
Right-of-way, 

In the. action instituted by Joseph 
H. Spires against Max Wibahn and 
Franziska C. Gottleber, the Supreme 
Court has affirmed the judgment of the 
trial court of this county. 

The action was brought to enforce 
performance of a contract. The de- 
fendants agreed to deed to the plain- 
tiff, as right-of-way for an electric rail-

When the morning session had ad- 
journed and no message had been re- 
ceived, Mayor Eaton was seen in his 
office and asked whether he intended 
to present the message, which it was 
known he had prepared. In response 
to a question as to his intentions, he 
said he had decided that he woulda 
not present the message, and asked 
why, he said: 

‘Since I said I w ould Gause the boaru 
to be removed from office, I have been 
seen by @ number of the members of 
that body. They tell me that it is 
their intention. to justify themselves 
before the public for their actions; that 
they will prefer charges against Mrs. 
Wadleigh before the new board, in 
event that she is appointed librarian 
They say that they 
were right in their action in dismissing 
her. and that they will prove it. I 
may have my own opinions personally, 
but I cannot, as Mayor, afford to take 
official action without sufficient cause 
for taking it, and I have therefore de- 
cided to let the matter take its own 
course. If these men justify their ac- 
tion before the public end state what 
led them to take the action they did, 
it should satisfy all persons concerned, 
and there is no need of my taking the 
action that I said I would take, I do 
not Know what induced the board to 
dismiss Mrs. Wadleigh, but the mem- 


- bers tell me that they had good and 


sufficient reasons. They tell me_ that 
they’ will prefer written charges 
against her, and upon those charges 
the matter should rest. Y have, there- 
fore; decided not to recommend to the 
Council that they be removed.” 
Asked if he knew what the charges 
were, the Mayor said they had been 
stated to him by President Dock- 
weiler of the old board, and while he 
had a general knowledge of them, h¢ 
could not state in detail what’ they 
were. President Dockweiler was seen 
in front of the City Hall yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and asked what charges he 
intended to prefer against Mrs. Wad- 
leigh. ‘Charges?’ he asked, ‘“‘Why i 
have nothing to prefer against her. 
that she is 
librarian, and until she is we do no. 
propose to prefer charges against her. 
What would be the use of our pre- 
ferring charges against a person in 
private life? If that is the Mayor's 
position, he will get himself into a 
worse hole than before, for I have never 
said I had any charges that I. cared to 
prefer against her. We stand by 
what we have done. Had the Mayor 


sent that message to the Council, we 
stood ready to defend ourselves. We 
could certainly not have been . dis- 


missed without a hearing, and we were 
there ready to contest any action the 
Mayor might take in the matter.” 


“What about that conference that the | 


Mayor tried to arrange. between you 


~ members of the old board and the new 


board?” was asked. 

“Oh. that is another story,” was the 
reply. “We came to an understanding 
“as to that matter. although the’ Mayor 
did not seem to like the replies he re- 
ceived from some of the members ot 


ference.”’ 

While there was little to be seen on 
the surface of library affairs yesterday, 
underneath everything was at a boiling 
temperature, and growing hotter

hourly. This was to a Ccértain éxtent™ 
the result of efforts made Sunday by 
Mayor Eaton to secure a conference be- 
tween himself and the old and new 
boards. The failure of these efforts 
resulted in the Mavor once more re- 
considering his reconsideration of the 
threat to remove the members of the 
old library board. 

When the Mayor telephoned to the 
members of the old board Sunday, in- 
viting them to a conference, he re- 
ceived replies which were much more 
emphatic than conciliatory. 

Mr. Foster told the Mayor by tele- 
phone that he regarded Sunday as a 
good day to attend to his personal mat- 
ters, and if any politics was to be 
done on that day he would have to 


decline to participate in the work, and~* 


as the Mayor had been tramping on 
him with hob-nailed shoes for a week, 
he would not attend the conference if 
the Mayor were to send a pneumatic- 
tired coupé for him. 

Mr. Garland told the Mayor that 
tince he had served the city on the li- 
brary board and the Board of Educa- 
tion for four years without pay, and 
had been a political and personal friend 
of his for years, he felt that he was en- 
titled to better treatment than that ac- 
corded in interviews published. He 
further told the Mayor that he was 
net a gentleman, but a bloviator. 

Mr, Dockweiler was more pliable, 
stating that he would not attend the 
conference, but he made a date with 
the Mavor at the Dockweiler residence 
for 7:30 p.m., and immediately there- 
after Mr. Dockweiler telephoned to a 
newspaper to have a reporter sent to 
the conversa- 
tion between himself and the Mayor. 
In making this date the Mavor was 
very careful to specify that Mr. Gdr- 
land should not be present, as in view 
‘of the conversation over the wires he 


was afraid there might be trouble be- | 


tween them should they meet. 
At about noon when everything was 
boiling at the Maly Hall, and when it 


| had become evident that the Mayor had 
again decided not to undertake the 
_ task of expelling the old board from 
Office, a bomb was thrown into affairs 
Sy Mr. Foster receiving_a letter from 
| another .member of the board, stating 
that he had been at work for two days 
| With the members of the Council, and 
| had ascertained that there would be 
but three, at the most, of the Council- 
men to sustain the Mayor in carrying 
out his threat. This letter was consid- 
ered very rich by everybody, as this 
member had evidently cast: himselt 
adrift from the other members of the 
board, as by his refusal to attend the 
meetings of the hoard for some days. 
The members of the old board were es- 
pecially indignant that he should pre- 
sume to again take the attitude of be- 
ing one of their number, and they did 
not hesitate to declare that from this 
time on any action they might take 

would he regardless of his attitude, and 
is need not feel concerned over their 
affairs. 

There are persistent rumors to. the 
effect that the old board will prefer 
charges against Mrs. Wadleigh with 
the new board, but it is difficult to as- 
certain the truth there is in these 
rumors. It is satd that Mayor Eaton 
has recommended this course to the 
meénibers of thé old board.” Thts he de- 
nies, but says that Mr. Dockweiler in- 
| formed him of the fact that such com- 
plaints were to be preferred, and that 
he did’ not recommend any course. 

Mr. Foster said that whatever action 
might be taken hereafter by the old 
te would be with the concurrence 

‘Messrs. Dockweiler, Garland and 
Simaste regardless of the other mem- 
bers of the board. 

Mr. Garland said that he would not 
be a party to. preferring charges 
against Mrs. Wadleigh. 

Mr. Rogers said he knew nothing of 
the matter, and would not be ready to 
commit himself until he had conferred 
with the other members of the board. 

As far as the matter could be deter- 


preferred. and there is a feeling among 
the members of the board that they 
ought not to do what might be con- 
Strued as a persecution of Mrs. Wad- 
leigh. 

The inside of the library deal, from 
a party point of view, is no. more 
creditable to either board than the out- 
side aspect of the affair. 

The near board appointed by the 
Mayor is Republican by virtue of the 
party classification: of the majority. 
The old board is Democratic. The new 
board wanted to make a place, for 
personal reasons, for a friend who is 
a Democrat, but did not want to 


pointment. It was conceived to be a 
“smooth” move to let the old board 
make the appointment and incur all 
the blame for removing Mrs. Wadleigh, 
and the bait of patronage thus held out 
was swallowed” voraciously by the 
Democratic statesmen. They were 
told that Mrs. Wadleigh would have 
to go anyway, and it would make no 
difference to her if she should be let 
out a week before the expiration of her 
term. This was explained also to Mrs. 
Wadleigh, who was told that she “had 
no show with the new board,’ and 
that under the circumstances the gen- 
tleman slated for the job felt that he 
was not antagonizing her interests in 
becoming a candidate for the place. 
The old board swallowed the patron- 
age bait so hungrily that hook, sinker

Mrs. Wadleigh made a mess of the 
“smooth scheme” by her unexpeeted-re- 
fusal to resign in response to Mr. 
Dockweiler’s verbal request, and the 
beneficiary of the pretty plan further 
complicated matters by hastily re- 
pudiating the scheme and declining the 
appointment. 

The new board, recognizing the un- 
popularity of the project:and not hav- 
ing placed itself on record by any of- 
ficial action, abandoed the old-board 
to its fate, and denied having had any 
hand in the attempt to fire Mrs. Wad- 
leigh: This was easily done because 
the negotiations with the old board had 
been conducted by a friend of the 
new appointee and not by any member 
of the new board. 

The Mayor has just begun ¢o realize 
that his own appointees are the chaps 
who put up the job and made all the 
bobbery, and he is trying to get some- 
body to explain to him why he “put it 
all over’ his own board by giving out 
the Rogers letter for publication. 

It is not improbale that his latest 
back somersault was the expression of 
his astonishment at the discovery 
that in firing the old board he would 
put the stamp of his disapproval upon 
his own board and its candidale for 
Mrs. Wedieigh's place.

DRY GOODS TRADE. The market 
continues steady as a whole, says 
Rradstreet’s, with cotton fabrics in a 
very strong position. Gray cottons are 
well ordered ahead, and in many in- 
stances new business will only be 
booked “at value.’ Printers are feel- 
ing the scarcity and are delayed in 
making deliveries of printed goods on 
this account...Printed fabrics are go- 
ing very well, jobbers being very busy 
in putting out supplies.

what have heretofore been waste prod- 
ucts in the making of goods for which 
there is a well-established market,” 
says the Chicago Post. ‘'For this pur- 
pose science and mechanical ingenuity 
are at work continually experimenting 
with what is cast aside as worthless. 
Thus did the waste products of kKero- 
sene give the brilliant and valuable 
aniline dyes and wood and coal tar 
some of the most useful of ¢he newer 
remedies for diseases. In the produc- 
tion of wine there are three waste 
products (providing the producer at- 
tends only to wine-making,) pomace, 
lees and argols. Pomace is the mass 
of skins, seeds, etc., left after the juice 
has been expressed. Lees are the set- 


tlings from new wine before it is 
-stered finally for ‘aging.’ Argol—is—a 
semicrystalline substance adhering to 


the vats after the wine has been stored 
a number of yvears. 

“Each of these waste praducts con- 
tains a number of valuable chemicals 
which have a wide place in commerce, 
‘in arts, medicine and the home; but 
by far the best Known and most widely 
used is cream of dartar, a basic con- 
stituent of many of the leading brands 
of baking powder. As the United States 
stands almost alone as a producer of 
baking powder, it naturally

A Serious Stabbing Affray Among
